The fish u thoroughly 
acraped, spilt aud cleaned, put into a 
pot with salt, niter, vinegar and spices, 
including cinnamon, clove, bay leaves, 
laurel, peppercorns, mustard and cay- 
enne. More fishes are added until the 
pot u almost fall, when it u pat in a 
storeroom and covered with an eartheu- 
ware cover. 


It stands until it is thoroughly sons- 


«d, which is known by the bones becom- 
ing soft through the dissolving of the 
lime by the vinegar. When this stage 
u reached, the fish are removed with 
great care and put into smaller crocks 
or jars and are then covered with a fluid 
made from water, vinegar, oil, the 
spioas mentioned, onion, leek and some- 
times a clove of garlic. These crocks 
are sealed in clumsy fashion, the com- 
monest way being with stout brown pa- 
per, paste and cord. Fish treated in 
this manner retains its delicacy of fla- 
vor, ig very white and very appetising

same time—some states choosing 
by tbe votes of their legislatures, 
gome by the votes of the people on 
a general ticket, and others by the 
votes of the people in separate dis- 
tricts, each district choosing one 
elector. It is manifest that, in a 
matter of so great and general con- 
cern as is the election of a chief ex- 
ecutive for the wbolu country, there 
should be perfect uniformity in the 
proceedings of the different states, 
in order that the people of each 
state may exercise their proper share 
of power in determining the result. 
If in one state the electors are 
chosen by a vote of the legislature 
—net elected for that purpose and 
perhaps not representing the will of 
the people on that subject—and in 
another the whole electoral vote ia 
given to a single person simply be- 
cause one set of electors received & 
small majority or a mere plurality 
of the popular vote, while in a third 
t-ho electoral vote is divided between 
two or more candidates because the 
popular \ote was taken by districts, 
it is evident that, as regards thii 
important function, the equality of 
the states and people is destroyed, 
and that consequently great injus- 
tice must be done to one side or the 
other in the contest 


The constitution not only permits 


all these different methods, but 
there are many other ways in which 
electors might be constitutionally 
appointed if the legislatures should 
see fit to adopt them. In times of 
great excitement the temptation to 
resort to unfair means, especially if 
such means be legal, and constitu- 
tional, to secure advantages over 
political opponents may become too 
strong for successful resistance, and 
new methods may be found to pre- 
vent a iust and equitable distribu- 
tion of, political power among the 
people. 


There are now 45 states in the Un- 


ion, and ,vet under the practice now 
prevailing a president and vice pres- 
ident may be elected by a bare ma 
joriiy ot the vott'.s or even by a plu 
rality in U states, being three less 
tban one-third of tbe whole num- 
ber, although all tbe people in at 
tne other states may vote for other

Commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk bill. There arc other varie- 
ies which come to El Roncador to 
pawn, bnt they are not molested. Dur- 
ng the night tho turtles crawl up on 
tbe shore to lay their eggs, each female 
lepositing on an average about TO. To 
o this they dig holes iu tbo sand about 
wo feet deep and after laying the eggs 
oover them over so deftly that it is al- 
most impossible for a novice to find 
hem. These eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
saref nl not to destroy those they do not 
.ate for food, so as to promote as much 
as possible the increase of thin valuable 
sea reptile. At night the ti.shorb conceal 
hemselves along tho shore as well as 
lossjble, and when the turtles come up 
out of the water ou the beach they ru.-,ii 
'orth and turn them over on their hacks 
with iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 


The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 


as is generally believed, the homy cover- 
ing or shell proper of the tnrtlu; it IN 
the scales which cover the shield. Thesu 
scales are 13 in number, 8 of them be- 
ng flat and the other 5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those that are flat are quite 
large, sometimes being us much as 12 
incbc.s long and J inches broad, nmirly 
transparent and beautifully variegated 
iu color with red, yellow, white and 
dark brown clouds, which give the ef- 
fects so fully brought out when tho shell 
is properly polished. A turtle of aver- 
age size will furnihh about eight pounds 
of these lamiiia', or scales, each puve 
being from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thii'kiK-.st.

state of Ohio. 


Pythian ism In this city has a re- 


markable history and like all organ- 
izations passed through periods that 
were discouraging. At one time it 
appeared as If the order In this city 
was dead. Bat the order revived and 
out of seemingly chaos there arose a 
lodge tbat baa been an honor tc 
tbe order and its 
influence has 


felt not only at home bnt 


throughout the state and nation. 
One of its members, Walter B. Richie, 
who has been a most earnest worker 
tor tbe order, has bestowed honor 
upon the lodge by serving as the su- 
preme chancellor commander of the 
Knights of Pythias of the world, an 
honor which any lodge would greatly 
appreciate. 


The first Pythian lodge in this city 
M established July 27, 1875. On 


the evening of July 2lsji of that year 
a few gentlemen met in the office of 
Richie, Ballard & Richie and decided 
to petition for a charter. To the pe- 
tition were signed eight names—Wal- 
ter B Biohie, J. 0. Edmistcn, H. H. 
Cole, James Harley, H. G. Hadsell, 
J. W. Sullivan, E. L. Metheany and 
T. J. eniaspie. Walter B Richie 
was chosen chancellor commander; X 
0. Edmiston, vice-chancellor com- 
mander; H. H. Cole, prelate; James 
Harley, master of exchequer; H G 
Hadsell, master of finance. Bnt five 
of these members are living, brothers 
Edmiston, Cole and Hadsell bavin? 
gone to join tbe unknown lodge, of 
which the living knows naught. 


The original lodge room was in the 


second story of the Bateau block, on 
the southwest corner of the square. 
The hall was small and uninviting, 
and the surroundings were not such 
as would arouse much interest or en- 
thusiasm. 


On Tuesday evening, July 27, 1875, 


the lodge was instituted by supreme 
representative E. T. Halnes, assist- 
ant past chancellors F. Winston, J. 
A. Stepp and knight MoKee, of 
Sidney. Brothers were also present 
from the Findlay and Toledo lodges. 
The lodge afterwards moved Into the 
Langan block, In the northeast cor- 
ner of the sqnare, a place that was no 
more cheerful than was the hall 
where the order had its founding. 
The order continued for four years, 
bnt did not prosper, and on the night 
of August 20th, 1879, the last meet- 
ing was held and tbe order became 
dead. Several persons belonged to 
the order who were anxious to revive 
the lodge and see it placed in a proc- 
perous condition. 
J&even knights 


met together and decided to apply 
fora reinstatement. Their request 
was granted and on the evening of 
December 15th, 1879, the present 
lodge was instituted, and ever since 
then tbe order has continued to crow 
and prosper until to-day it stands at 
one of tbe leading orders of the city. 
On its roll are the names of the beat 
citi L 3ns of this city. The lodge held 
its meetings in the hall in the old 
Langan block until July, 1885, when 
It moved into its present quarters 


Wben Mes«n>. Klbby and Martin 


planned to build their new block, on 
soutb Main street, the plans called 
for a two story building. The E of 
P lodge was anxious to have new 
quarters, and they induced those two 
gentlemen to build a three-story 
building, tbe third story to be used 
as the hall for the K of P. lodge. 
Plans for the third story were pie 
sented as drawn up by tie Knights 
of Pythias and tbe thud story wa? 
built in conformity with these plan; 
The building was leased for a period 
ot 12 years from July, 1885, and only 
a short time ago wai<re-leasedgtor 
another period of 12 years. 


The order tc-day contains about 


225 members. The quarters are the 
most handsome of any lodge room in 
tbe city, and its working property is 
the finest of any lodge in the world. 
Tbe members are enthusiastic ones, 
and the local order is one that is a 
source of much enjoyment and bene 
fit to every member whose name i* 
enrolled on its records. Us present 
officers are.
